Joseph Cook recommended for 
black knota succession of trees planted 
every few years, that the grower may keep 
ahead of the destruction. This method 
would certainly have the merit of affurd- 
ing abundant opportunity to indulge in 
whittling.

Their flow of milk was 
nearly cut off, they were eating little or 
nothing, were ina high fever, their lips 
and tongues covered with blisters, and 
were drooling and frothing badly from 
the mouth. The oxen were recovering. 

It will be fortunate, indeed, if the dis- 
ease is kept hemmed in to its present lim- 
its. Every precaution, however, will be 
taken by the Commissioners. The cattle 
owners of the vicinity are pretty well 
aroused to the importance of complete iso- 
lation, and new cases, should they appear, 
will be pretty likely to be promptly re- 
ported. A heavy fine is imposed by law 
upon any one who refuses to carry out the 
requirements of the Commissioners. 
There appears, however, no inclination on 
the part of anyone to attempt to evade re- 
sponsibilities inthe matter. An associated 
press despatch reports that on the arrival 
of the steamer Ontario at Liverpool, on 
her return passage, with a cargo of cattle 
and sbeep from Portland, there were 
thirty-one head of cattle and seven sheep 
found sick with Foot and Mouth Disease, 
thus corroborating, what evi nts have 
proved, that the disease was on board be- 
fore the landing of the cattle at Portland, 
notwithstanding the Government Veterina- 
rian had pronounced them clean.

Dairy at the College Farm. 


Mr. Editor: I noticed an article in your 
issue of Feb. 14th entitled ‘The Dairy at 
the ' ollege Farm.” ‘The amount of butter 
manufactured seems very creditable. 
After giving the figures you close with the 
following sentence: **We leave it right 
here for each one to study the problem, 
feeding vs. selling.’ Now there is no 
practical farmer who thinks it a better 
to sell hay than to feed it at the present 
low prices, and there is no one can make 
it pay twenty dollars per ton by feeding. 
It is an old saying that figures won't lie, 
but they can be — in very awkward 
positions.

The Hay Orop 
Must be increased for two reasons: To 
get stock; to get manure. How shall it be 
done? That is the puzzling question. Is 


there a good sized farm whose yield is two 
tons to the acre? There you will find fine 
stock, manure and crops to match. What 
treatment do the hay fields often receive? 
It is a severe truth, that on many farms no 
crop is slighted half so much. Stones 
small and large which can be easily 
dragged off or buried, lie where grass 
roots should be, dulling the scythe, and 
preventing the use of machines. Clumps 
of alders are suffered to stand and fast 
spread, or if cut their up-starting roots and 
unburnt brush remain. Sprawling stumps 
are scattered here and there, each occupy- 
ing a equare rod. 

Cattle are permitted to range over fields 
when the ground it soft, and the size of 
the foot every time they step is pressed 
down far enough to injure the grass roots. 
killing many and bruising others. I saw 
last fall heavy stock on some fields for days 
together, to punch, punch, punch. For 
eve hundred of grass eaten four 
bundred of the next year’s hay is cut orf. 
The hoofs destroy four times as much as 
the mouths save. A fine meadow, swale 
or run is wet and mossy yielding only 
coarsest grass and in winter frozen into 
ice, the wash of apland has been drench- 
ing it. The soil is dark and rich but must 
be warmed and sweetened, then by top 
dressing the stoutest hay will grow here. 
To get large crops of herdsgrass and red- 
top it only needs thorough draining and 
a good coat of manure on the top. A 
single drain will often do wonders. 

From five to ten days’ labor will some 
times drain acres, yet this best land lies 
dead. On some farms | notice the old 
method is still kept up of enriching the 
fields, a patch being plowed each year 
and put into potatoes and grain and a simi- 
lar patch laid down to grass. In this way 
it takes about twenty years to go once over 
the field, and no wet part at that. When 
the last is seeded the first has been run out 
completely for ten or fifteen years. Ifa 
farmer can live seventy years, possibly he 
cap in this way go over his fields twice. 
Wheat, corn and potatoes are not ex- 


peeted to grow without manure, so they 
get nearly all. Very little goes upon the 
hay field. Does manure depend on hay? 


But suppose that is failing, stock must be 
less. The process is gradual; the soil 
every year is more exhausted; the grass 
struggles long and hard for life. A wet 
season revives it; in a dry one the grasses 
die; some linger. Still, the practice on 
many farms is to stuff the hoed crops and 
starve the hay. 1 have observed that 
in hundreds of cases such is the fatal treat- 
ment which the grass crop receives. 

In my opinion smooth fields not badly 
weedy should be top dressed The 


cutt of grass is unnataral, stops its 
growth, end: its life, ble: ds the plants 
and exposes roots toa burning sun. 


Roots of herdsgrass often so shrivel and 
perish, and the mext year they are called 
winter-killed. Pasturing is different; the 
ground is not laid bare, the grass not so 
mature when bitten off. 

Fine manure spread among the stubble 
after haying shades the roots and holds 
moisture around them. Side shoots are 
thrown out, seeds sprout, new plants are

Butter-Making. 


The butter-makers of West Winthrop 
have been considering ‘butter, from the 
cow to the market.” Ata recent meeting 
of the West Winthrop Farmers’ Club, Mr. 
W. H. Keith said: The question before us, 
is one which involves a great deal, which 
should claim every farmer's closest atten- 
tion. And he should seek to inform him- 
self in regard to every particular bearing 
upon the production of what he offers : 
the cow, the feed he gives her, the apart- 
ment she is kept in, the care which is given 
her, the management of her milk after it i- 
drawn, the process by which the creaw is 
separated, and the butter made, in what 





form, when, and where placed on the 
market. And first, he would talk about the 
cow. 


I believe the Jersey cow to be the best 
machine for the production of good butter ; 
she seems to be superior to all other breeds 
for the dairy, and it is generally conceded, 
that ‘Jersey butter” takes the cake, when 
in competition with that of other breeds. 
The feed which is given to the cows plays 
an important part, and must be provided in 
quantity, and of a quality which will in- 
sure a product, sufficient in amount to lully 
remunerate the farmer for his outlay in 
money and labor, and give him a margin of 
profit. Now, what shall we feed, and how 
shall we feed? 1 feed my cows three times 
a day; I have some coarse fodder, which | 
deem it economy to utilize, and I give a 
foddering of meadow hay in the morning. 
and after it is eaten, two quarts of bran, and 
one quart each of corn and cotton seed meal. 
are given dry; at noon they are watered, 
and another feed of hay given, and at four 
o'clock the same grain ration as in the 
morning, and after milking at night a feed- 
ing of straw. The better the quality of 
teed, of course the better the quality of the 
product; but the care which cows receive, 
enters largely as a principle, into the pro- 
duction of good butter, as also roomy, well 
lighted and well ventilated apartments. 
And above all, cleanliness must be ob- 
served in every particular; perhaps it may 
be possible to keep the milk clean while the 
animals are besmeared with manure, yet 
there is great liability of getting the two 
things mixed, and beside, the comfort and 
appearance of the cows is much improved 
vy keeping them well groomed. 

After ‘the milk is properly drawn, the 
method by which the cream must be sepa 
rated, is of some importance. And | am 
disposed to regard the deep can system fur 
preferable to the old shallow pan. I be- 
lieve the **Cooley” system possesses all the 
advantages to be gained in this respect. 
Of the process of making the butter, | will 
say nothing, because we are now, nearly all 
of us, simply making cream for the cream 
ery. We are now operating together, in- 
stead of individual effort, and it becomes of 
the utmost importance that uniformicy in 
feeding as near as may be, perfect cleunli- 
ness on the part of ape | patron of the 
creamery, and the strict observance of the 
regulations adopted, should be strictly 
adhered to, else the advantages of co-opera- 
tion will be small. ‘The discussion was 
continued by others.

Eentucky Breeder Again. 


On Feb. 7th in the Maine Farmer, it 
seems I trod on Mr. Norcross’ ‘favorite 
bunion” in reply to his criticisms of Ken- 
tucky stallion in this State, and on Feb. 
14th, I notice he explains the defeat of his 
Junior mare, by saying ‘that when leading 
all others in the race, she made a misstep 
in a hole, and he was obliged to draw her 
from the race,” &. It seems to me that I 
have heard of a similar accident to another 
of the same illustrious family, and the only 
one sired by Fearnaught, Jr., that ever 
reached 2.30. I referto Pemberton, record, 
2.294¢ of a single heat, for in the next one, 
he too stepped into a hole, and drawed the 
hole in after him, for he was distanced in 
that heat. He next speaks of a Carenaught 
colt beating the celebrated Kentucky bred 
stallion Constellation, when the latter was 
two years old. Allow me to ask Mr. Nor- 
cross, if Carenaught, (whol see was foaled 
in 1868) has got any representative in the 
2.30 list, or ever got a record of three min- 
utes himself? For Dr. Bailey recently de- 
cided “thata stallion who had got to be 
twelve or thirteen years old, and did not 
have a single 2.30 performer to his credit, 
should be considered a failure as a trotting 
sire, and relegated to the ranks instead of 
wearing a ribbon.” I believe Dr. Bailey is 
acknowledged “very high” authority upon 
these and kindred matters, and how would 
his decision apply to Carenaught? For ! 
see Mr. Norcross next claims that Care- 
naught beat Constellation for first premium 
for stallions for general use in 1881. | 
should have supposed the well known mod- 
esty of Mr. Noreross would have pre 
vented him from calling attention to a pre- 
mium, that everybody knows was obtained 
“by a fluke,” and engineered in his interest 
by a party well known in his vicinity. 

In your last paper, a party also too mod- 
est to sign his name, (but who has proba- 
bly got a Fearnaught colt.) thinks I showed 
cowardice by referring to **Maud’s” defeat. 
I suppose he also refers to the “hole” into 
which Maud stepped, and which seems to 
be a family failing, whenever they have a 
race on hand. I| prefer to address the prin-

The old story; a long life finished; a 
placid, aged face that for nearly four score 
years had mirrored the co shifting 
pn ge of a human heart, resting trap- 
quilly at last, om its white oan pn 
while tearful friends gather about cas- 
ket. Death is always mysterious, always 
sad. However wonderously beautiful and 





joyous, the lately fied soul's experiences

ing favors to me and mine, indelibly 
stamped on heart and mind beautiful pic- 
tures of herself. 

Memery will be well lighted by them in 
ajl future years, and, though the time given 
us on earth may not be so long as was this 
dear aunt's, while we do live, daily are 
we casting pictures in lights and shadows, 
that shall vividly stand out in the remem- 
brances of our friends when we have passed 
on. Would we have our children remem- 
ber no impatient words, no angry facial 
expressions, unjust, unlovely frames of 
mind, we must not indulge in them. 

We know not how deeply a cross look or 
word of ours may impress itself in the re- 
membrance of a little child, to flash up 
with equal or added unloveliness years after- 
wards.

Farm Animals and Farm Labor. 

The commissioner of Agriculture at 
Washington, has just received from J. R. 
Dodge, statistician of the Agricultural De- 
partment, a report upon the numbers and 
values of farm animals in the United 
States, and the wages of farm labor. 
From this report it appears that the whole 
number of farm animals in the country has 
increased since February, 1883, by about 
4,000,000, as follows: 
Stock. 1888. 


The largest increase is in stock cattle, 
and is principally in the states west of the 
Mississippi. There has been an increase 
in the value of horses, mules and all kinds 
of cattle, with a considerable decline in the 
price of swine, and a small falling off in the 
value of sheep.

After all his boasting, the False Prophet 
has suffered ja most ignominious defeat. 
The British troops under Gen. Graham 
have won a great victery over the rebels 
at Trinkitat, a result which the observers 
of modern warfare have expected. On 
Thursday night last, the British expedi- 
tion encamped near Fort Baker. Early 
Friday morning the forves marched out. 
The whole strength of the British forces 
was something less than 4000 men. The 
length of the front was 350 yards. The 
troops advanced over sand knolis and 
scrubs fora mile from Fort Baker along 
the Teb road, when the rebels opened fire

The rebels in swarms occupied the 
high ground in front and on the flanks of 
the British army. They retired slowly, as 
the English advanced, keeping about 1200 
yards of the main body of the English 
forces.

At 9.30 the gunboat 
Sphinx fired four rounds from ‘Trinkitat 
harbor, but the range was too great.

The cavalry and mounted infantry advan- 
ced on the left to attack the rebels who 
moved obstinately, though they were not 
indisposed to fight.
